RRMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. Claims 1, 8, 10-57, and 60-64 are presently 
active in this case, Claims 9, 58, and 59 canceled and Claims 1, 4, 8, 15, 16, 37, and 60 
amended by way of the present amendment. 

In the outstanding Official Action the drawings were objected to by the Examiner; 
Claims 1, 3-7, 9-14, 17, 21-23, 27-29, 34-39, 43-45, 49-51, 53-57, and 59-61 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,060,993 to Cohen ; Claims 
2, 8, 15-16, 18-20, 24-26, 30-33, 40-42, 46-48, 52, and 62-64 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over Cohen in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,867,780 to 
Malackowski et al ; and Claim 58 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cohen in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,108,533 to Rrohoff
